2. Claims 1 -6 and 8 are allowable over the prior art of records.

Although, the best prior art of record to Berssen et al. (US 5,386,287) and Fann 
(US 6,279,828) disclose a cuvette control unit for reading barcode label affixed on 
curettes. However, Berssen et al. and Fann fails to particularly teaches that the cuvette 
control unit reads a barcode wherein the barcode comprises a control code containing 
at least two different values of the one of start code and stop code in which the cuvette 
identification code is produced based on the information code and different values of the 
at least one control code readed by reading means as set forth in the claims.
